The Funeral Train. 
ROCHESTER. 

LOCHESTER, PA., September 24.—At Sewick- 
ley astop of five minutes was made in order 
thatthe train might get thirty minutes in ad- 
vance, it having been decided to keep the two 
trains that distance apart. The train arrived 
at Rochester at7:i3 o’clock. <A largenumber 
of people were gathered at the depot, The 
Grand Army of the Republic, Post 183, 
were drawn upin linein front of the depot. 

ALTOONA. 

ALTOONA, PA., September 24.—The officers 
who accompanied the funeral train with the 
remains of President Gartield report there 
was one continuous demonstration all along 
the line. Atthe largertowns great numbers 
of people assembled, and at the residences 
between the stations lights were displayed in 
the hands of the occupants. At Altoona the 


number of people assembled around the sta- 
tion wasestimated at 10,000. At Lewistown 
the track was strewn with flowers.

PITTSBURG. 

PITTSBURG, September 24.—The President’s 
funeral! train Jett Altoona on time and passed 
Johnstown at 3:lia.m. About three thousand 
people had congregated atthe depot with un- 
covered heeds,and all were silent. The bel's of 
all churches, school-houces and engine coim- 
panies were tolled. Dovey Station was 
reached about 4:30 o’clock., Hundreds had 
gathered here and the same Scenes were en- 
acted. When the train pulled out of the Union 
Depot at Pittsburg at 5:40 this morning 
fully 5,000 people had assembled atthe depot 
and the streets through which the train was to 
pages. No demonstration was made save the 
tolling of all the bells throughout the city an4 
firing of minute guns by Knapp’s Battery. <A 
committee of fifty citizens were on hand and 
with the crowd st5od with heads bowed and 
uncovered. The scene wasvery solemn and 
impressive, and will not soon be forgotten by 
those participating. During the four- 
teen minutes’ stop here. while the train 
was being shifted to the C. & PP. R.%, 
irack nd Ohe ventured a word Above kh whis- 
per and the tuneral party kept themselves 
out of sight. At5:54 the train Qhw out df the 
depot and slowly crossed the bridge to Alle- 
cheny City. where acar bearing the Cleve- 
land committee was attached to the train. 
Asmany more péopie as had assembled in 


Pittsburg lined the tracks through 
_ Allegheny City and the parks along the 
line of railroad where it passed, 


Through the West Park tracks were covered 
with pJants in full bloom, and beautiful and 
expensive fioral tributes. The train steamed 
out of Allegheny City at 6:20 amid the tolling 
ot bells, but no other demonstrations. The 
second train, bearing the Senators, Repre- 
sentatives, etc., arrived in Pittsburg at -6:17 
and stopped for breakfust, after which they 
continued on their way to Cleveland. 
FROM ALTOONA TO PITTSBURGH. 

The second train left Altoona at 2:15A.M., 
with two locomotives. There were several 
hundred people in the depot, many of whom 
were ladies. At4:45 the train reached Derry, 
Pa., where it stopped for water. Many peo- 
ple of both sexes were waiting along the track 
at that unseemly hour to see the trains pass. 
At Derry we were thirty minutes behind the 
first train. After daylight people could be 
seen in bunches of from ten _ to 
fifty, and even more sometimes at 
many different —— along the line of the road. 
The nearer Pittsburg the train approached, 
the mole frequent became the crowds. 
All the small stations were filled with men, 
women and children. The train arrived at 
Pittsburg at6:17a.m., where breakfast was 
taken. Thefuneraltrain passed here about 
twenty minutes ago. It stopped for about fif- 
teen minutes, but breakfast was not partaken 
of. Very few people were to be seen when we 
arrived in Pittsburg.

in this city. They went to work in a spirit 
of hearty co-operation, and its fruition will 
be observed this evening at the house-warm- 
ing, which promises to be an occasioa of pe: 
culiar interest. 

The new €lub House is approached bya 
handsome entrance on Walnut street near 
the Sixth street corner, furnished with gas, 


and likewise electric light. ‘he halls 
leading to the club rooms on the _ up- 
per floor are fitted with taste 
and elegance in style and  fin- 
ish denoting the character 
of the sumptuous surroundings 
above. The large club-room is located on 


the upper floor of the People’s building, to 
the left of the stairway, with windows 
on Walnut’ street and Sixth street. 
It is a_ large, square. commodious 
apartment4l1 by 46 feet, admirably adapteu 
fer the club’s purposes. In height, space, 
ventilation, heating and light nothing is for- 
gotten, and in fitting and furnishing superb 
taste has been displayed. The Elks may 
vroper.y claim to have the handsomest and 
most luxuriant club room in the West. The 
floor is laid with a costly Brussels carpet of 
cheerful colors and the walls are 
richly adorned in the latest style of decora- 
tive art. Four elegant gilt chandeliers, 
specially imported for the club, furnish light 
with twenty burners enclosed in crystal 
lobes and embossed with figures of the 
yiks Order. A dado of rich gold and neutral 
tints inthe Japanese style surrounds the 
walls, giving an exquisite finish to‘the apart- 
ment. This is a perfect gem of 
decorative wall work, and itis relieved by 
an ebony border enclosing a light colored 


ground, introduced to give _ effect 
to an allegorical Grecian figure illus- 
trative of the procession to the 


procession of Ceres. The upper walls are set 
off in bronze, maroon and blue, and the effect 


of the whole is cheerful and pleasing, 
The furniture, including lounges, 
reading and dining tables, chairs, 


etc.,is of the Eastlake pattern, in keeping 
with the style of decoration. In front of the 
corner window is placed the billiard tabie, a 
substantial ornament to the room 
and a desirable obey ofthe club. Itis 
donated by Mr. J. McCuilagh, of the Bruns- 
wick-Balke factory,whose generosity and 
public spirit are well known to be 
apace with the _ enterprise of the 
great billiard firm. The club is supplied 
with an organ, and a piano will shortly be 
added to the furniture of the recept‘on-room. 
The buffet, a most important feature of the 
new club, isapproached by a door onthe 
right of the entrance to the reception-room. 
The sideboard is an elegant piece of furni- 
ture, upon which are placed the choicest 
libations carefully selected by an experienced 
house committee. The ice chest adorns the 
rear of this department, containing the 
viands and delicacies for the table. All the 
glass and tableware has been prepared ex- 
pressly for the club, and the emblem of the 
order, an elk’s head with antlers enclosed in 
a wreath with the, motto of the Elks, is em- 
bossed upon the glass and table service. 

_ The kitchen adjoins the buffet. Itis a neat 
little apartment fitted with a patent gas 
cooking-stove, boiler, etc. Here will be pre- 
pared the midday luncheon, dinner or supper, 
the after-theater chop or cutlet, the oyster- 
stew or fry andthe evening orders of epi- 


cures. Refreshments between the acts at 
the theaters clustered around the clup 
will be dispensed at the buffet 


for the members and their friends, present- 
ing a far more agreeable place of meeting 
than the counter of a saloon. The store-room 
is conveniently located next the kitchen, 
and the lavatory beyond. Another depart- 
ment ofthe clubis the writing and card- 
room, on the Walnut street side of the buila- 
ing to the right of the staircase, 
This apartment is elegantly decorated and 
handsomely furnished. [t will be used like- 
wise for the meetings of the Executive 
Committee, which is composed of the 
following gentiemen: Jonn A, Cockerill, 
President of the club; Thomas E. Garrett, 
Vice-President; W. D. Wethere!l, Treasurer 
and Secretary; Charles E. Barney, Joseph 
Nanson, Meyer Goldsmith, W.C. Jones, T. 
C. Noxon, F. K. Chandler and C. W. Irwin. 
The decorative work of the club was en- 
trusted tothe firm of Newcomb Bros. J. 
Kennard & Son, furnished the carpets, Bur- 
rell, Comstock & Co. the furniture and J. D. 
Fay & S6ns the chandeliers and gas-fitting. 
The lodge is entered by a doorway at the 
west end of the hall. Theseare undoubted!ly 
the finest quarters ofthe Eiksin this coun- 
try and will command the 
admiration of the visiting brethren. The 
lodge room {is 41 by 50 feet dimensions, 
covering the entire northwest cor- 
ner of the People’s Theater block 
on Walnut street, extending to the alley. 
It is tastefu lly decorated and frescoed in the 
renaissance style by the firm of Noxon, Ha!- 


ley & Toomey, the well known 
scenic artists of this city. The walls 
are of olive green, and a 


combination of tints ornaments the bor- 
ders and cornices. A dome is placed in the 
center, from which depends a magnifi- 
cent gilt chandelier of twelve giobe 
lights. ‘A rich: Brussels carpet covers 
the entire floor, and the chairs and other 
fittings of the lodge have been selected with 
great taste to correspond with the 
general character of the elegant decorative 
work. A raised platform surrounds the 
room, with a dais at either 
end for the exalted officers of the lodge. 
The heating, ventilating and lighting ar- 
rangements are excellent, and the highest 
degree of comfort and luxuriance has been 
studied to render the lodge 
room worthy of the order and its high 
local rank as well as to furnish an glegaat 
assembly room for the visiting fraternity.

THE ATLANTA EXPOSITION. 


Mr. Sidney Root Contributes Some 
New Facts About the Great Fair. 
Mr. Sidney Root, the Commissioner to the 
Dominion of Canada of the International 
Cotton Exposition at Atlanta, Ga., has been 
in the city for a couple of days past. A PosT- 
DISPATCH reporter met tbe gentleman on 
‘Change an asked him about the 
Exposition. “It is going to be the greatest 
thing ever known inthe South. It is already 
atleast four times larger than we expected, 
and it will be, in fact, a world’s fair, em- 
bracing a display of everything usually 


shown at industrial exhibitions. 
But it will be chiefly remarkable for 
the display of ail sorts of _ textile 


fabrics, material and machinery. The Eu- 
gene Jaccard Company of this city mean to 
make a great display of silver-ware.’’ 

‘It will certainly be a great affair for the 
South.” 

‘*Yes, in one sense; but the exposition is 
in nosense a private enterprise, andis not 
intended for the special benefit of Atlanta, 
The citizens of Atlanta will make but few ex- 
hibits, the desire being to have the space 
taken by parties from other parts of the coun- 
try and Europe.’’ 

‘““When does it open?’’ 

“The preparations are nearly complete, 
and the fair will open on October 5 with im- 
posing ceremonies, Mr. Voorhees, of In- 
diana, representing the West in one ofthe 
opening speeches. About 100,000 feet of 
space has been applicd for more than was 
expected, and large additional buildings are 
now going up.) 

‘‘What arrangements have been made 
about railroad fares and hotel accommoda- 
tions?” 

‘They are very thorough. Railroad fare 
from St. Louis was fixed by the St. Louis 
convention on Saturday at $28 for general 
round trip tickets, and special excursions 
will be put on at about half that price. Price 
of rooms, without board,in Atlanta will be 
from fifty cents to $1 each; rooms and 
board in private families and boarding 
houses at $1 to $250 a day, hotel board 
from $2 te $38 a day, except perhaps very 
choice rooms in the best hotels will cost $4 
aday.’’ 

“The State appropriation has failed, I be- 
lieve ??? 

“Yes, but the failure of the State appro- 
priation in no way affected the success of the 
enterprise. The appropriation was sug- 
gested to enable Georgia to make a display 
of its products and resources under 
the especial charge of its own 
officials and failed because many members 
thought it unconstitutional. The Exposition 
will be an unprecedented success for the 
South. Several hundred thousand visitors 
will be present during the three months. 
We want the good people of St. Louis to visit 
us, not to make money out of them but to see 
the fairand the country and get acquainted 
with our people.”

President Arthur’s Birthplace. 
From the New York Sun. 

Those who maintain that the President 
was born in Canada base their theory onthe 
supposition that the child bern in Fairfield 
was named Chester Abell Arthur. They say 
that this boy died in Burlington, and that the 
body was given by the father to physicians to 
be dissected for scientific purposes. Then 
William Arthur is saidto have come to Ca- 
nada a second time, andto have taught school 
at East Stanbridge for eighteen months, 
while his family iived with his father-in-law 
at Meggs’s Corners. During his wife’s so- 
journ there, it is maintained, she gave birth 
to the bor who is now President of the Unit- 
ed States. The evidence upon which this 
theory is basedis very insuflicient. Lindo! 
Corey, a resident of East Stanbridge, and 7 
Aevesg old, says that in October, 1830. Wil- 

iam Arthur returned to East Stanbridge with 
bis eldest daughter, Regina, but 
without the rest of his family. 
and taugbt school there for elzhteen 
months. Corey thought we bad heard that 
the family lived at Meygs’s Corners with the 
Stones, and atthe time he had heard Uncle 
Jack Baker say that Elder Arthur bad sold 
the dead body of a son to some doctors at 
Burlington. Mr. Corey could not remember 
theta boy was born to Mrs. Arthur while Mr. 
Aribur was ia East Stanbridge. The re- 
porter fourd cupsiderable testimony to the 
effect that Eider Arthur came to E wt Stan- 
bridge in the fall of 1839, with nis eldest 
daughter, and taught sebool there, and that 
bis family was not with him. But his teach- 


ing school in East Staubridge would aot have 


interfered with his preaching in Fairfield on 
Sundays, and no one in Stanbridge can say of 
his own knowledge that the family resided 
with the Stones at Meggs’s Corners. There 
are, however, several people residing at 


» Meggs’s Corners who remember that the 


Stones did not come there until after 1849, 
long after William Arthur left Stanbridge. 

Uncle Jack Baker, the old man whom the 
reporter found breakingin a three-year-oid 
colt, could not remember having toid Mr. 
Corey in 1830 that Elder Arthur had given 
the body of a dead son to physicians at Bur- 
lington. Granted, for argument’s sake, that 
Elder Arthur didthis. The boy at Fairfield 
was born in October, 1830. The Elder could 
not have given away that boy’s body in Bur- 
lington in 1830 or earlier, when, in 1832, Dr. 
Case used to see the boy standingin the 
doorway of the new ee at Fairfield 
and looking up at him with his large dark 
eyes. According to Mr. Corey’s own state- 
ment, the boy was supposed to have died in 
Burlington after William Arthur left Fair- 
field. Only one boy belonging to William 
Artbur was ever known to have been 
born in Fairtield, and that boy was 
Chester A. Arthur, and William Arthur 
never was in Burlington between the time 
he was in Fairfield andin East Stanbridge. 
A Mr. J.H. Corey, who lives in Bedford, 
near East Stanbridge, says he remembers 
that pecple talked about a boy being born to 
Mrs. William Arthur in Meggs’ Corners. Of 
his own knowledge he can say nothing about 
the matter. All the evidence guthered at 
East Stanbridge, Dunham and Meggs’s Cor- 
ners is ofthis nature. After William Ar- 
thur left Fairfield in 1852 he went to Willis- 
ton and Hinesburgh, wnere bis son William 
was born. After that he came to the State 
of New York. 

lu orderto dispel the doubt about the 
President’s middie name, a gentleman inti- 
mately acquainted with the President’s life 
and family, and of sohigh political position 
that his reputation is more than national, 
was asked for an explanation. He said with- 
out a moment’s hesitation that the Presi- 
dent was named Chester after Dr. Chester 
Abell. Allan was the name of his grandfath- 
er on his father’s side, and his father gave 
bim Allan fora middle name in order to 
have both families represented in the fu!!

tive of William Arthur’s wife. This gentle- 
man says hebas seen in the Arthur family 
Bible and in William Arthur’s handwriting 
this record: 

Chester Allan Arthur, born in Fairfield, 
Franklin county, Vt., October 5, 1830.

But he is not the only Italian who has perish- 
ed of late on African soil. Capts. Cecchi, 
Gessi.and Giu ietti Fave all died within the 
lasttvelve mcnths. Italv is now represent: d 
by a good number of explori rs, among whom 
are Count Brazza, of Rume; Count Anto- 
nelli, of Rome, and a nephew of the late 


Cardinal; signor Chia)iui, the companion of 


the unfortunate Cecchi; the old Marquis 
Antinori, of Perugia, and many more.

The Jetties. 


The Washington Republican has the follow- 
ing in regard to the jetties: ‘‘The War De- 
partment has issued a requisition to pay Capt. 
James B. Eads $50,000, which is for the eighth 
quarterly installment. Of this amount $25, 000 
ix for the maintenance ofthe jetty channel at 
the mouth of the Mississippi River, and the 
balance is the fourth semi-annual payment of 
$25 ,000 for interest on $1,000,000 as security by 

the Governmentto insure the channel being 
keptclear during the time specified inthe 
c ontr uct. Inthe past quarter there were four 
days during which the channel was not main- 

tained between the jetty works and the Gulf of 
Me xico. The required width of 200 feet at the 
bottom was not preserved, but was contracted 
ta 110 feet between the two lumps, which were 
700 feet seaward of the end of the east jetty. 
The deficiency was discovered in June and the 
channel was restored four days afterward to 
the width of 210 feet.’’
